_ THREE LIVES ARE LOST 


Remembrance of the Iroquois Horror Sent Guests 
Rushing in Panic From Building--=Great Loss 
of Life Narrowly Averted 


Chicago, January t.—Three persons 
were killed and four others injured in a 
fire tonight that destroyed the Louvre 
hotel, 3611-3623 Lake avenue. Nearly 
one hundred .guests were in the hotel at 
the time the fire broke out, several of 
whom had retired'for the night. With 
the remenvbrance of the Iroquois theater 
horror fresh in their minds, every one in 
the place became panic stricken and rush- 
ed madly for the streetS as 800n as it 
became known that the hotel was on 
fire.

PATRICK RYAN, retired mefchant. 

MRS. FLORENCE CHAPIN. 

BISSEL, CHAPIN, !2°years gld, son of 
Mrs. Chapin. 

All had been overcome by smoke and 
were not touched by the flames. 

When the fire was discovered most of 
the guests were in their apartments, and 
all hurried to escape, but_in the upper

story of the building the smoke was so 
thick that they had great difficulty in 
finding exits. Several persons were res- 
cued from the second.story through the 
efforts of three of the guests of the 
hotel. These three men raised a’ plank 
to a window and breaking in the glass 
held it so several women and men could 
Slide down {t. Many were enabled to 
escape in this way, as the stairs and 
passageways to the bottom floor had be- 
come congested in the rush for safety. 

A boy about 15 years old was taken 
from the building almost suffocated. He 
died a few minutes after being taxen to 
the street. But for the heroic efforts of 
Miss Mary Corbett, an employee of the 
hotel, three children of Mrs. F. O. Schaf- 
fcr, one of the guests, would undoubtedly 
have lost their lives. Tying a cloth about 
her head Miss Corbett rushed into the 
burning building, picked up two of the 
children and carried them to the street. 
The other child was led from the place 
by a man who heard Miss Corbett’s call 
for assistance. The loss is $40,000.

JAPANESE MINISTER SAYS

London, January !.—Baron Hayashl, the 
Japanese minister here, has been inform- 
ed from Paris that Russia has decided 
not to grant the Japanese proposals. 

This is the first intimation any one 
here agnits having recefved anent the 
Russian reply. 

The baron said to representative of 
the Associated Press: “If my informa- 
tion from Paris is borne out by the word- 
ing of the Russion reply and the Japanese 
government adheres to its present deter- 
mination, there seems to be small possi- 
bility of averting war. 

“‘My information from Paris,”* sald the 
minister from Japan, “is not offictal, but 
in connection with information imparted 
‘o me by the British government, it {s 
probabiy only too correct. : 

“If Chancellor von Buelow’s statement 
that Russia’s reply will be framed in a 
manner intended to satisfy Japan turn- 
ed out correct, it w.ll be better news than 
I have dared to hope fov.”’

The Japanese minister here 15 
unable to confirm or deny advices re- 
ceived from Paris by Baron Hayashi, 
the Japanese minister to Great Britain, 
that Russia haa decided not to grant yes 
Japanese proposals. He says an answer 
to these proposals has not yet been made. 

It is generally accepted in diplomatic cir- 
cles*here as unlikely that an answer will 
soon be delivered and attention is now 
mainly directed to the Japanese war prep- 
erations. 

Advices received from Moscow, the cen- 
ter of Russian business life, confirm pre- 
vious reports to the effects that outside 

eof military circles people are not interest- 
ed in the differences with Japan. Com- 
mercially Moscow has much at stake fn 
the Far East, but there is neither ex- 
eitement nor enthusiasm. This is fre- 
garded here as extremely significant by 
those who remember the passionate fer- 
vor of all classes in the empire, from 
the ezar to the peasant before the Russo- 
Turkish war. A well informed resident 
of Moscow has written to the Associated 
Bs St 
ore ta oe ew exaggeration to say that 
war will be unpopular with the Rus- 
sians.”’

COURSE OF THIS COUNTRY 
CAUSES RUSSIA WORRY 

Moscow, January |!.—The government's 
order to publish nothing in relation to the 
movement of troops is patriotically ob- 
served by every Moscow paper. One edl- 
tor safd to the Associated Press corre- 
spondent: 

“I know exactly which division is go- 
ing to the Far East and know the names 
of officers who have been ordered not to 
stir out of Moscow in view of the possi- 
ble receipt. of sudden marching orders.” 

Another editor, impatient and confident 
of victory, said: : 

‘The Russian army will prove as dis- 
astrous to the Japanese as did Mont Pelee 
to Martinique.”’ : 

When asked to explain the utter indif- 
ference of the Muscovites, he explained: 

“That is due to loyalty. Wait till the 
emperor issues a manifesto declaring war. 
Then Russian sentiment will burst forth; 
but a manifesto is Improbable in the im- 
mediate future, even if the Japanese oc- 
cupy Korea.’’

The news of the likelMhood of actual 
war Was communicated to the genera!

FIRST TO MAKE ITS REPORT. 


New York Life Insurance Company 
Shows a Great Increase 

New York, January |.—The close of 1903 
finds many ‘pedple expectant as to the 
reports of the large financial] institutions. 
It has been assumed, with the changes 
in valuations of the stock and bond list 
since July |, that there would be con- 
siderable marking off in values and in 
the reduction ‘of surplus holdings. The 
New York Life Insurance Company js the 
first of the great corporations to make 
a statement. The @ppiications for new in- 
surance amounted to $475,000,000. The 
new paid for business accepted by the 
company for 1903 is $325,000,000. Presi- 
dent McCall states that this last men- 
tioned amount is In excess of the previous 
year by $23.000.000. It shows also a gain 
of over $190,000,000 in total paid for tn- 
surance outstanding which is stated at 
$1,745,000,000 in amount covered—by_810,- 
000 policies. The income of 1903 is over 
$87,000,000 and is tn excess of the in- 
come of 1902 by more than $8,000,000. 
The company reports also that it does 
not invest in or loan upon stocks of any 
kind, and that no credit Is taken in assets 
for the excess of the present market 
value of securities over their cost value, 
which excess is over $2,000,000. The total 
resources of the company exceed $350,- 
000,000. Its bond holdings increased in 
1903 over $30,000,000. The policy reserves, 
as certified by the state insurance super- 
intendent, and surplus reserves have been 
increased during the year by more than 
$35,000,000. 

The various bank and trust cormipany 
officials predict an *asy money mar«et, 
and the stock and other exchange mem- 
hers appear to be well satisfied that trade 
stagnation and the doubtful. views of 
business improvement.will lMkewise be 
cleared away in the early part of the 
year. The large buildipg and rGilroad 
operations held up by strikes and tight 
money market. will, it is believed, be re- 
sumed very early in the new year. The 
government export a8d import figures 
would seem to indicate that the total ex- 
ports will fall a few millions below those 
of 1900 and be about equal to those of 
1901. but materially in excess of those of 
1902, while the total Imports will ex- 
ceed’ those of any preceding year, and, 
combined with the exports, make the 
grand total of commerce more than in 
any preceding year; also that the exports 
of manufactures wil] exceed those of 
1902 by several millions, but be somewhat 
below those of the record year, 1900, and, 
perhaps, 1901.

May Start for Panama in 
Next Few Days 


MAY HOT. WAIT FOR 
TREATY RATIFICATION 


Detail Inspections Held on Thursday | 


and Friday at the Post—Men and 
Officers on Leave Are Or- 
dered Back at 
O-ce. 


The soldiers of the regular army. at 
Fort Mc]"ierson will in al] probability 
Start for Panama in a few days. 

The Sixteenth United States infantry, 
Colone] Price commanding, now stationed 
at Fort McPherson, hag received orders 
from the department at Washington to 
hold themselves in readiness for being 
detailed to duty in the republic of Pan- 
ama, 

While this matter has been kept a se- 
eret for the past two days, it was learned 
from an official source last night that 
the order was received on Wednesday, 

The truth of this order was further 
borne out in two specia) inspections, one 
held Thursday night and the other yes- 
terday., 

These inspections were not at all in 
the way of routine, but rather special in- 
spections in keeping with the order re- 
ceived from Washington Stating that the 
men of the Sixteenth hold themselves in 
readiness for an emergency call for 
troops to guard the interests of the 
United States government for the build- 
ing and right of way of the great isth- 
mian canal. 

-mmedciate Readiness. 

The fact that the Sixteenth would -be 
among the very first troops ordered to 
Panama in case of trouble has been re- 
ported again and again, but the order 
for the mén of Colonel Price’s command 
to hold themselves in immediate readi- 
ness is the first official: act that has been 
réceived at the suburban garrison of At- 
Janta, 

The object of the inspections wags to 
see that the troops were well provided 
in every way for a three months’ cam- 
paign in response to hurry-up orders 
when they come. For this reason the 
special inspections were not at all the 
rotuine affair of life in barracks, but a 
careful scrutiny on the part of the of- 
ficers for immediate action and work in 
the fleid.

Both from the dispatches of The Con- 
stitution’s special representative in 
Washington and from other sources, jt is 
known that President Roosevelt and the 
members of hig cabinet have been great- 
ly exercised regarding the threatenea 
revolution and the support of the revo- 
lutionists by the Colombian government. 
It is accepted as a fact that this pre- 
vailing sentiment at official heaaquarters 
prompted the order for emergency calls 
and among the very first. if not the 
first, to receive these was the Sixtcenth.

but the fact remains, and it can not be 
denied, that there would have been no 
panic if the apparatus in this theater, 
Which, judged by all ordinary standards, 
was the best equipped play house in the 
city, had been in proper working condi- 
tion, There is no getting beyond that 
fact. From all the evidence now in hand 
it is clear that if the asbestos curtain in 
this theater had been in the condition it 
Should have been, there wouié@ have been 
ny loss of life, comparatively speaking.” 

The report of Building Commissioner

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Future of Democracy—He Says 
the Party Can Defeat Roose- 
velt If It Will Get 
Together. 


Omaha, Nebr., January !.—Nearly 600 
democrats of Nebraska tonight celebrated 
the ninety-ninth @nnivereary of Andrew 
Jackson's victory over the British at New 
Crieans, and incidentally the thirteenth 
annual banquet of the Jacksonian Club 
of Nebraska. The event was the best 
attended and most enthusiastic of any in 
the history of the club. The speakers 
were all men of prominence, and included 
Senator Francis G. Newlands, of Nevada, 
Congressman David DeArmond, of Mis- 
soOuri, and Congressman Hitchcock, of 
Nebraska. The occasion was of special 
significance to Nebraska democracy be- 
cause of a reunion of the factions that 
have been known formerly as ‘‘g0Old’’ and 
‘silver’? democrats. The latter have for 
several years been a large majority, but 
the opposition included many prominent 
democrats of the state. 

Frank L. Weaver, president of the club, 
acted as toastmaster. 

DeArmond on the Future. 

Congressman DeArmond, of Missouri, 
addressed the assemblage on ‘‘What of 
Our Future,’’ as follows: 

“It is a question of the ages, and the 
ages will repeat it until time shall be 
no more. It is the question of ambi- 
tion, of hope, of fear, of love, of hate, 
ot charity, of selfishness. The question 
of great and small, of good and bad. But, 
as assigned to me this evening, it may 
appropriately be treated as a question 
touching the outlook of our party. 

“Can the democratic party win the 
coming national) electivh? Yes. Wall the 
victory be ours? That is not so easily 
answered, for that depends upon what 
the party will say and do when next it 
convenes m national convention. If it 
shall wisely address itself to the issues 
of the day, asserting nothing offensively, 
apologizing for nothing, and shall name 
for its nominee men who ought to be and 
therefore will be acceptable to its rank 
and file, it will win. But if tn folly < 


repudiates its past—its recent past—or if

“T have no platform to suggest, no can- 
didate to commend to the exclusion of 
others.

Employment of Prisoners. 

The men and larger boys work on tho 
gtreets of the city grading, paving, etc. 
The women and such men and boys not 
capable of harder work are employed on 
the farm and in the quarries breaking 
stone for macadam. Cooking for prison- 
ers and cleaning prison buildings are also 
done by women prisoners. g 

Improvements Made. 

‘During the year cement floors were 
placed in the men and boys’ water clos- 
ets and bath room. The roof was given 
@& general overhauling and the walls of 
the prison were frequently whitewashed. 
The old plank lattice partition in the 
men’s and boys’ ward w®re tgrn out, be- 
ing an incubator of house vermin. The 
negto men have been transferred from 
the south wing to the second story of 
the main building, and the women given 
the ward formerly occupied by the men. 
This was proven a good change. During 
the year there were placed in the prison 
100 new blankets and 135 new mat- 
tresses. The heating apparatus installed 
by our present able commussioner of pub- 
lic works, H. lL. Collier, in 1901, has 
proyen very satisfactory; the entire 
building is kept in winter at a tempera- 
ture of from 65 to 70 degrees. 

Discipline. 

The prison rules are strictly enforced 
end excellent discipline maintained at all 
times. Captain D. M. Vining makes a 
very acceptable superintendent of the 
stockade. The commissioner is to be com 
plimented upon his splendid selection for 
this important position. While strict obe- 
dience ang good behavior are required of 
each ¢nmate, cruelty is prohibited. 

Condition of Prison. ; 

The buildings and surroundings are 
kept as neat and clean ag possible, Walls 
are frequently whitewashed, floors 
scoured every morning, and yards swept 
dally.

Farm. 

The farm also shows the watchfulness 
of the commissioner. The clean ditches, 
well plowed land and green rye patches 
at this season of the year give evidence 
of capable management. More than a 
thousand loads of manure have been 
hauled and scattered on the farm during 
the year. If the commissioner could get 
the street sweepings of the south and 
east districts of the city, the farm éould 
e00n be brought up fo a high state of 
cultivation. While in its present condi- 
tion it is not very productive, yet it en- 


ables the department to work to some 
Profit the class of prisonefs that would 
otherwise be worthless. 

Police Matron. 

We cannot speak too highly of our 
matron at the police sfation, Mrs, Bohne- 
field. This is her third year of service, 
and it would be extremely difficult for 
the city to supply her place. She has 
made herself simply invaluable to the 
police department, 

Recommendations. 

The present prison building at the city 
stockade is a poor excuse for a prison at 
best. Our commissioner has been poorly 
assisted by the past councils in this re- 
spect; still, he and those under him 
have shown great tact in getting along 
eas well as they have under the circum- 
stances, Considering the low class of 
prisoners with whom they have to deal, 
a very small pétentage of time has been 
lost on account of Sickness, and only one 
death hag occurred in the prison in three 
years. 

The time has come when the city should 
in this, as in all other things set a pat- 
tern for the other cities of this section 
by building an up-to-date prison, one in 
which races and sexes could be abso- 
lutely apart at alj times. We have care- 
fully examined the plan proposed by our 
commissioner,’ Mr. H. L. Colller, and 
strongly recommend them to the ificom- 
ing council. It is economical, making 
use of every part of the old buildings 
without alteration, and edding only such 
parts as are needed, 

The cell idea for two is an excellent ar- 
rangement from every point of view; the 
sewers and ventilation are also carefully 
planned. The exterior is happily treated, 
and inexpensive yet very attractive a% 
pearance is given the structure. Not only 
are the races and sexes effectually sepa- 
rated, but the boys have separate wards 
and dining rooms. Each apartment has a 
sufficient number of conveniently located 
shower baths. Isolation cells and dun- 
geons are also armanged for the uncon- 


trolables.

Committee on Charities 
Wants a Separate 
Building. 


The following recommendations are 
made in the annual report of the com- 
mittee on hospitals und charities: 

The Grady hospital should be enlarged 
to meet the needs of the city, or we think 
a better plan would be to build a new 
hospital for colored people, and use this 
one exclusively for whites. We would 
recommend an appropriation of 840,000 
next year. 

We are glad to report that smallpox 
has greatly decreased in the city; there 
being at this time only s:x cases, and ali 
of these contracted the disease elsewhere. 
We have had the building whitewashed 
and painted and are in good shape to 
handie it should it get a foothold here 
again. 

Too much cannot be said in praise of 
the good women engaged in the work of 
the Home for Incurables. We hope the 
city will increase their appropriation. 


Home for Women and Children. 

This home has moved into new quar- 
ters, where they have more room. Their 
doors are open to a class that could hard- 
ly get shelter elsewhere, 


Carter Home for Aged Negroes. 

We hardly know what to say about this 
institution. We hope the incoming ad- 
mjnistration will do justice by them. 

Home for the Fijendless. 

This home continues to do the work 
for which it was established; but we are 
pained to see thelr little ones placed in 
Show windows about Thanksgiving day 
each year. We wish they would quit 
it. We recommend their appropriation 
to be continued. 


Carrie Steele Orphanage. 

For the privilege of sending negro 
wailfs to this institution the city con- 
tributes $100 per month, and we do not 
Bee how they could get along without it. 
We hope it is well bestowed. 

Woman’s Cooperative Home. 

This home ig almost self supporting, 
and we think will soon be able to take 
care of themselves. 


Sheltering Arms. 

We are able to report this home in 
quarters of its own, and doing a noble 
work. The city makes no mistake in 
granting them $1,200 yearly. 


Home for Fallen Women: 

Those in charge here are doing all in 
their power to reclaim those who seek 
shelter with them, They desire during 
the next year to build a nursery in con. 
nection with the home. We hope the 
city will aid them in this undertaking. 
Their appropriation should be continued. 


Kindergartens. 

There are now six kindergarten schoole 
in Atlanta and some five hundred schol- 
ars. These schools are run at an ex- 
pense of some $300 a month, toward 
which the city contributes $50 a month. 
We recommend their appropriation to 
be continued. 

City Warden. 

This office is now keeping record of 
every case that applies for relief, and 
the warden visits every applicant before 
extending them aid. The city has a good 
officer in the present warden, In con- 
clusion we would say, no matter how cold 
the night or. how deep the snow, every 
citizen of Atlanta can lie down knowing 
that there is not a human being in al) 
this great city suffering for something 
to eat or would need to if he will let

Superintendent Ingraham Is Making

In the effort to secure aid and support 
for the North Georgia Negro Indus- 
trial school, Linton Stevens Ingraham, 
superintendent of Rome’s public -schools, 
is making a canvass among those promi- 
nently identified with educational mat- 
ters in this city.

provements of 1903, 


There Are 223 Miles of Sidewalk, 63 
_ Miles of Paved Streets and 106 
Miles of Sewers in City of 
Atlanta — Other 
Improvements. 


Following are some of the interesting 
statistics and figures taken from the an- 
nual report of City Eingineer R. M. 
Clayton that reflect much credit both 
upon the city of Atlanta and the depart- 
ment of which Captain Clayton is the 
head. 

In the cost of permanent improvements 
since 1880, the figures for the year 1903 
show that .95 Of a mile of streets were 
acged, at a cost ef $42,403.27. This 
makes the total of permanent improve- 
ments since {!880, during which time 
63.39 miles of street were paved, $2,174,- 
363.17. The total cost for sewers for that 
same period ‘amounts to $974,313.67. 
During the year 1903, there was con- 
structed 5.87 miles of eidewalks, at a 
cost of 328,510.81. The table of City 
Engineer Clayton shows that with 10 
miles of sidewalks laid previous to 1880, 
there are now 233.04 miles of sidewalk 
constructed, at a total cost of $7865.,- 
665.01. 

This makes the grand total of costs of 
streets, sewers and sidewalks, since 1880, 
$3,934,346.85. 

In the annual report of sewers con- 
strcuted during 1903, the following® fig- 
ures are given in the total costs of con- 
struction, etc: There were constructed 
5.74 miles of sewers in Atlanta during 
the year 1903. For this amount, the 
contractor’s estimate was $40,249.12, and 
the cost of material $15,516.31, making 
@ grand total of $55,766.43. 

As there were 100.47 miles of sewers 
constructed in Atlanta up to January |, 
1903, the total amount including that 
laid last year brirgs the grand total up 
to 106.21 miles of sewers. 

The part of the report which relates to 
the asphalt paving shows the following 
work has been done and the cost. 

Peters street, from’ Walker street to 
Park street, 2,830 lineal feet, at a cost 
of $20,048.32. 

Peters street, 
Haynes street, 
$2,382.04. 

Peachtree atreet, from the viaduct to 
Ellis street, 1,831 feet, at a cost of $19,- 
972.91. 

Total amount of asphalt put down dur- 
ing the year, .96 of a mile at a total 
cost of $42,403.27, of which $6,943.24 is 
charged to the street railway company. 
While $33,460.03 is paid by tHe city and 
property gowners.

Mexito City, January 1!.—A plan fo; 
reforming the currency has been pre- 
pared by the fifth subcommittee of the 
national monetary commission, The com- 
mittee advises that In order to obtain 
stabllity or fixity of international ex- 
change the government should be advised 
by a monetary commission to adopt a 
monetary system based on the gold stand. 
ard, The committee does not recom- 
mend the immediate adoption of the gold 
standard, Wut rather creating a system 
very similar to that which the United 
States government has put in operation 
in the Philippines. The broad features 
of th® plan are as follows: 

New dollars are to be colned and in- 
troduced into circulation without impair- 
ing the practical maintenance of their 
parity with gold at a ratio that may be 
adopted. 

The government is to close the mints 
to. the free coinage of silver dollars, re- 
importatiqgn of the present pesos to be 
prohibited 


It is recommended that the ratio of the 


new dollar to gold shall be esteblished 
on the basis of the average gold price 
af the Mexican peso in foreign markets 
during the past ten years, with an in- 
crease not exceeding IO per cent. 

Gold coinage to be suspended until such 
time as the silver dollers shall have at- 
tained a parity with gold and when -the 
circulation of gold coins will mot. itn the

363,795 of bonded debt. West Virginia 
is a stolen state, torn off the Old. Do- 
minion by. the union element during 
the civil war and admitted to state- 
hood June 19, 1863, unconstitutionally, 
because without the sanction of the 


| legislature of the parent state, as re- 


quired by paragraph 1, section 3, arti- 
cle 4 of tne federal constitution. Still, 
for the theft of independence and the 
boon of statehood, West Virginia has 
never had the honesty to assume her 
Gue share of the old debt created 
when she was a part of the great 
commonwealth. In ger case the ab- 
sence of a state debt should be a 
Shame rather than a comfort to her 
every citizen. 

The debt of Iowa is set down at 
$10,937 in 19062 and that of Tilinois in 
the, same year was $18,500—but that 
of Oregon was only $1,238. Georgia’s 
debt was stated to be $7,631,500. 

As to. Georgia’s debt it is to be 
taken into the account that the state 
is the sole owner of a railway leading 
from Atlanta to Chattanooga, valued 
fairly at $12,000,000 and paying into 
the state treasury annually a lease 
1ental of $420,000, or 31-2 per centum 
of its value. If the road should be 
eold .the price obtained for it wollld 
wipe out our total state debt and leave 
ug a surplus of over $4,000,000. So 
that, by reason of this fact, it is but 
proper to classify Georgia with those 
states that report no actual vonded 
debt.. The lease money from our rail: 
road is over $100,000 more annually 
than the interest on our bonded debt. 

Ohio levies no state taxes on real 
“and personal property. Her statesmen 
have worked out a system by which 
franchises and privileges are taxed for 
a sufficiency of their profits from the 
use of.the state’s grants to pay all 
the flecessary expenses of the state 
government. New York 1s practically 
ou the like footing with Ohio. Geor- 
gia, like other largely bonded states, 
owing their debts largely in the case 
of the southern states to reconstruc- 
tion frauds and robberies, cannot du- 
plicate the Ohio. situation. But it 
would be possible in most of them to 
so adapt the Ohio schedules as to 
raise from sources now untaxed a sum 
sufficient to pay*the interesi on their 
bonds and create a sinking. fund that 
would in due time extinguish them. 


_, 
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Democratic Views on National Duty. 
A valued correspondent who is him- 
self ardently in favor of the canal 
treaty asks us to @xplain to our read- 
ers more fully why we contend that 
it is democratic policy to indorse the 
recognition of the Panama _ republic 
ang advocate the ratification of the 
treaty now pending in the senate. 

In the first place, it has always beer 
democratic doctrine that an oppressed 
people have the right to accomplish 
their freedom in any of the lawful 
ways recognized by the consensus of 
nations. One of these lawful ways is 
-by revolt. against the parent govern- 
ment and the successful setting up of 
a de facto new form of government. 
In such cages in the past the Ameri- 
can government has been foremost in 
giving sympathy and early. recogni- 
tion to those peoples who have en- 
tered upon such an endeavor, especial- 
ly if the new government promised to 
be republican in form. Hence our 
speediest possible recognition of the 
republican governments of Texas in 
1£46, of Spain in 1871, of France in 
1874, of Brazil, followed by our armed 
intervention to free Cuba and our re- 
cent recognition of the new republic 
of Panama. 

The precedents are plenty cnough 
and pertinent enough to satisfy us 
that the last act was in no wise less 
authorized or more reprehensible than 
any one of the others mentioned. 

-As to the democratic doctrine con- 
cerning our dealings with other na- 
tions when issues arise involving the 
preservation of our sovereignty and 
rights, let us refer our readers to the 
once famous “Ostend Manifesto” of 
October 18, 1854. It was the issue of 


'@ meeting at Aix-la-Chapelle between 


James Buchanan, our minister to 
Great Britain; John Y. Mason, our 
minister to France, and Pierre Soule, 
our minister to Spain. The subject 
matter was our relation to Cuba and 
concerning that these three great 
democrats, the two last named being 
southern men, wrote to Mr. Marcy, 
secretary of state: 

Our past history forbids that we should 
acquire the island of Cuba without the 
consent of Spain, unless justified by the 
great iaw of self-preservation. * * ® 
After we shall have offered Spain a price 
for Cuba far beyond its present value, 
and this shall have Ween refused, it will 
then be time to consider the questicn, 
does Cuba in the possession of Spain se- 


riously endanger our internal peace and } 


the existence of our cherished union? 
Shotld this question be answered in the 
affirmative, then, by every law, human 
and divine, we shal] be justified in wrest- 
ing it from Spain, if we possess the 
power, 

Here we find the great issues of 
national interest and national duty are 
consolidated anda policy declared that 
was more strenuous and far-reach- 
ing than anything done in the present 
Panama case. In 1856, two years after 
the manifesto was issued, James 
Buchanan, one of its authors, became 
the democratic candidate for presi- 
dent. He was savagely attacked by 
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the republicans because of the views. 
expressed in the Ostend paper, but the 
people approved his position and he 
was elected president by a majority 
of 62 electoral votes over Fremoat 
and Fillmore. | . 
Two years afterwards, in 1858, Lew- 
is Cass, secretary of state in the 
Buchanan cabinet; had occasion to 
write to Hon. Mirabeau B. Lamar, na- 
tive of Georgia, but then of Texas, 
our minister to Nicaragua, concerning 
this same isthmian canal] question. 
The democratic national convention ot 
1856 had declared for the canal. Sec- 
retary Cass said to Minister Lamar: 
The progress of events has rendered 
the interoceinic route across the narrow 
portions of Central America vastly im- 
port@Ait to the commercia}] world, and 
especially to the United States, whose 
possessions extend along the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, and demand the speedtest 
and easiest modes of communication. 
While the rights of sovereignty of the 
states occupying this region should al- 
ways be respected, we shall expect that 
these rights be exercised in a spirit befit- 
ting the occasioy and the wents and cir- 
cumstances that have erisen. Sovereignty 
has its duties as well ag its rights, and 
none of these local governments, even if 
administered with more regard to the 
just demands of other nations than they 
have been would be permitted, tn a spirit 
of eastern isolation, to close the gates 
of intercourse on the great highways 
of the world, and justify the act by the 
pretension that these avenues of trade 
and trivel belong to them and that they 
choose to shut them, or, what is almost 
equivalent, to ineumber them with such 
unjust relation8 as would prevent their 


‘general usec, 


If these quoted views were good 
cemocratic doctrine in 1856 and 1858, 
they are equally good democratic doc- 
trine in 1904. National honor, nation- 
al duty and international responsibil- 
ity have not so changed in this coun- 
try in the meantime as to discredit 
the counsels so expressed by Buch- 
anan, Mason, Soule and Cas\, and The 
Constitution is willing tz. stand by 
their pronouncements as ‘they are ap- 
plicable to the Panama case. 
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New Year Resolutions. 

Doubtless there were countless per- 
£0ns who yesterday made New Year 
resolutions. The popular disposition 
to regard such projected amendments 
of habits, conduct and purposes is an 
unfortunate one. For no man or wo- 
man can seriously consider within 
themselves the errors and failures of 
the past and resolve upon the better- 
ment of their courses for the future 
without having been helped spiritually 
by the process. 

Doubtless, also, many of those who 
thus resolve will make, sooner or 
later, sad shipwreck of their better 
endeavors. The chains of habit are 
the most terrible that ever ensiave the 
will and physical functions of a hu- 
man creature. The long procession 
of vicious acts which miseducate 
thought, conscience and appetites of 
the flesh is a mob that fills every ave- 
hue Of a man’s organism and defies 
dispersal and defeat without the help 
of human sympathies and divine 
strength imparted from without. 

Instead, then, of any of us speak- 
ing lightly to one whom we see is 
making a brave endeavor to keep nis 
New Year vows and reform his life 
én higher and better lines, it should 
be held a sacred duty to cheer the 
fighter on to victory. Only one with 
a devil, in his heart will jest at and 
make humiliating the uneven battle 
that a reforming man has to wage 
with his own weak and rebellious pow: 
ers, 

To all those who have made resolu- 
tons of betterment ye2sterday The 
Constitution offers its congratula- 
tions. It bids them be brave and per- 
tistent. Fools can jaugh and sneer a 
weak man to his ruin. But he who 
yet can command "Taith in himself and 
in the God who helps. the poor in 
spirit can win a glorious victory by 
honest pluck and soldierly endurance.

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Our Protective Departments. 

The annual reports of Chief of Po- 
lice Ball and of Chief Joyner, of the 
fire department, should be most grat- 
itying documents to the people of At- 
lanta. Tuey show a record of prompt 
and faithful services in both those 
protective departments—a vigilant en- 
forcement of the police laws and a 
promptness of fire protection that 
makes the total losses for the year 
by fire an enviable record in a city of 
the size and construction of Atlanta, 

The officers and men of these two 
most important departments may not 
always receive the direct congratula- 
tions of the people, but the people are 
not unmindful of their splendid ser- 
vices and The Constitution feels au- 
thorized to say that the citizens of 
every walk of liie, except the criminal, 
are a unit in their confidence in and 
admiration for the sturdy and devoted 
men who do the daily perilous duties 
of our police and fire salvage ser- 
vice. 
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Who Does Our Fighting? 

The recent statement by Major Gen- 
eral Bates that the army is overstock- 
ed with green and undeveloped youths 
is indorsed by other officers of high 
rank. They unite in recommending a 
change in the requirements for en- 
will prevent the en- 
trance of so many of these callow 
youngsters into the army, 

On the other hand it is shown from 
the statistics of the federal armies of 
the civil war that they were composed 
of these same kind of youths by a 
very large majority. There were en- 
listed in those armies 104,987 boys 
under the age of 15 years and the 
whole number of soldiers in the union 
armies who were under 21 years of 
age was 2,159,798. Over 21 years of 
age the total enlistments were 618,511. 
In other words, nearly three-fourths 
of the union soldiers were minors and 
non-voters. 

Perhaps this amazing analysis af- 


| fords the reason why so many of the 


union soldiers so suffered ‘from 
wounds, disease and hard usage as to 
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sioner of the government. Their youth 
rendered them peculiarly lable to 
permanent injuries and diseases as 
the consequences of the hard service 
they had to undergo. 

It was notable, also, in the Spanish- 
American war enlistments how many 
of the soldiers were young men be- 
low the age of 21 years. But with all 
their enthusiasm, patriotism and 
cheerful endurance of camp and 
fighting life, it seems pitiful to oppose 
armies of our boys to the trained and 
sturdier troops of other countries. If 


both wise and merciful to have the 
views of General Bates enacted and to 
exact, if need be, the servicés in the 
ranks of a greater percentage of the 
fully grown and seasoned adults of 
the nation. 
Our Treaty with China. 

Secretary Hay secured in October 
iast a treaty convention with China

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commerce with the Middle Kingdom 
modified to the substantial advantage 
of our merchants. Our senate recent- 
ly ratifed the treaty, but it now hangs 
in the balance at Pekin. 

Our government has good reasons 
for believing that Russia, encouraged 
by France and Germany, is browbeat- 
ing the Cninese foreign office into 
holding up its ratification of the 
treaty. Russia, having broken its 
written pledge to us to evacuate Man- 
churia on October 8 and still purpos- 
ing to stay master of. that rich com- 
mercial province, does not desire us 
to trade with the Manchurians. 

If the treaty is thus prohibited to 
us by Russian intrigue the questibn 
will soon be up to us as to what we 
will do about it? It rather hits us on 
toe raw to think of being badgered 
in such fashion by the Russian govern- 
ment. We have never yet permitted 
ourselves to be elbowed out of our 
rights in a like insolent fashion. 

Our cause in Manchuria is also the 
cause of England and Japan, our 
friends and logical allies. Those two 
nations are evidently at one in an 
earnest desire to expel Russia from 
her interloping occupancy of Manchu- 
ria. And if our treaty convention is 
nullified by the orders of Russia, the 
American people may be called upon 
to say what reprisal. our government 
shall ,exact as satisfaction. 


LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Go on with the Panama Canal. 

Editor Constitution: Will the southern 
senators in congress negiéct the great 
opportunity of securing to the country 
the construction of the long looked tor 
and much needed Panama canal? The 
whole country has come to see the neces- 
sity of this great *nterprise, and now I}s 
the time for action. It is not the time to 
indulge sentiment or cavel over small 
matters. The United States and the world 
ned the canal, whether it be buiit at 
Panama or Nicaragua. The place where 
the canal] is built is of small !mportance, 
but the time when it is built is the mo- 
mentous question. What we want and 
what we musfhave is the canal, Broad- 
minded statestrnanship demands the laying 
aside of petty things for the good of a 
great principal. 

The building of the canal would stimu- 
late American commerce and American 
industrial Ufe, and especially in the south, 
as perhaps nothing els: would. It would 
bring our Atlantic and gulf seacoast into 
close proximity with sur Pacific seacoast 
and would make transcontinental com- 
merce very much cheaper. 

The building of. the canal would make 
our insular possessions much mofe avail- 
able and valuable. At present eommercs6 
petween the eastern portion of the United 
States and our insular possessions in the 
Pacific ocean is rendered very expensive 
and to some extent impracticable. 

The building of the canal would bring 
us in close touch with China and Japan, 
coupkd with our ownership of the 
Philippine islands, would enable the 
United States, and especially the south, 
to build up a tremendous trade with 
those countries. The late Governor Jos« ph 
E. Brown said twenty-five years ago that 
if the United States could build up @ 
good trade with China and Japan it would 
be the end of cheap cotton in the south. 
Tha wisdom and farsightedness of Gov- 
ernor Brown is beginning to be realized. 

The manufacturing of cotton in the 
south has grown to great proportions and 
the chief foreign market for the products 
of southern mills is found in China and 
Japan. These goods, if the canal were 
built, would be shipped from our south- 
ern ports, and our southern pérts would 
be the points of shipment of western 
products to the far away east, thus mak- 
ing the commercial importance of our 
southern seaports, at once, assume tne 
Importance that we have hoped to s¢e 
them assume for so long.

Up to last January there were no quar- 
antine laws in Panama, but because of 
danger from the bubonic plague very 
strict regulations were enacted and are 
enforced. 

There is a municipal law in Colon that 
requires commercial travelers to procure 
a license before thev begin husiness in 
the city. The charge for said license is 
$25 Colombian silver. 

The exports to the United States from 
Panama in the fiscal year 1903 amounted 
to $193,342, of which $56.:67 was hides, 
$49,974 india rubbers, $27.805 cocobolo 
nuts, $16,598 ivory nuts, $13,372 deer 
skins and $6,908 coffee. 

If Americans will only pay a little more 
attention to the needs and demands of 
the Panama people with whom they want 
to dea! there is no reason why the 
Unifed States should not supply by far 
the Jarger part of the country’s imports. 
United States wearing apparel, particu- 
larly boots, shoes, hats, ties, etc.—in fact, 
all kinds—are wanted and will be worn 
by the people of Panama in preference 
to all others if terms of sale are satis- 
factory. 

Panama is in telegraphic communica- 
tion with all parts of the world, but be- 
cause of delays it takes at least four 
hours to send a message and receive a re- 
ply from the United States, and often 
takes a day. In provisions there has been 
a fair sale of American. goods in Brad- 
ford, though in regard to hog products 
a greater run than heretofore has been 
made on imports from Canada, owing to 
the increased prices asKed for those from 
the United States.

Chief W. R. Joyner, of the Atlanta fire 
_Gepartment, declares that Atlanta should 
take warning by the recent theater dis- 
aster in Chicago and take every precau- 


tion to prevent a fire of that nature | 


here. 

In his annual report, which will be 
made to council next Monday, Chief Joy- 
ner will make important recommenda- 
tions along that line. He will recommend 
the passage of an ordinance requiring 
each of the @tienta theaters to provide an 
asbestos curtain to be used in case of a 
fire on the stage of the theater. In addi- 
tion to this he will recommend that an 
experienced person, one familiar with ths 
workings of the scenery and with», th; 
use of fire apparatus, be present on the 
stage during every performance. He 
will suggest that it be the duty of this 
person to see that all fire appliances are 
kept in good working order, that the 
exits are kept clear and ready for emerg- 
ency and that the fire escapes are prop- 
erly connected and given constant atten- 
tion. 

There ‘is already an ordinance which 
compels the theater management to keep 
the aisles clear of people and chairs, 
and Chief Joyner will recommend that 
this same ordinance and those to be in- 
troduced apply to churches and all pub- 
lic place of worship or amusement. 

“One overturned chair in an aisle,’’ 
gays Chief Joyner, ‘‘is Mable to cause any 

-mumber of deaths in case of a panic, 
Only under very remarkable’ circum- 
stances is it possible to prevent a panic 
when the cry of fire is raised in a crowd- 
ed building or when flames are visible. 
The slightest smell of smoke has been 
known to cause panics which resulted in

Honk BY te 
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Chinese Ruler Will Soon Sign 
Commercial Convention, 


News of Ratification Expected Very 
Shortly at Washington—Believed 
That Russia Has Been Trying 
To Prevent siatification c! 
the Treaty.

Washington, January |.—(Special )—It 
is confidentiy expected that within two 
days at the farthest, perhaps before, the 
official news will come from Pekin that 
the emperor of China has affixed his im- 


mereial treaty with the’ United States. 
While the state department has not yet 
received confirmation from Minister Con- 
ger of the press dispatch which states 
that high Chinese officials have promised 
this carly action, it is believed Acting 


Consul General Ragsdale, at Tientsin, 
that the viceroy of that province has for- 
warded the treaty to Pekin with his for- 
mal approval which, for some reason not 
clearly understood here, is a necessary | 
part of the Chinese procedure. 

Mr. Loomis was at the white house yes- 
terday, and almost immediately after- 
wards Secretary of War Root. and Mr. 
Rockhill, the director of the bureau of 
American republics, were in consultation 
with President Roosevelt. During the

Suspicious of Bussia. 

While no official statement could ve 
secured from these gentlemen concern- 
irg the purpose of their conference, ii 
is the general understanding in officiai 
circles that it had reference to this Man- 
thurian treaty about which there has 
teen mo little anxiety, “based upon the 
suspicion that outside influence might be 
exerted toward holding up the imperial 
ratification of this important measuro. 
There has been no official mention of 
Russia in this connection, and yet it is 
well known that the suspicions have 
heen directed toward the astute diplomats 
of the government of the czar, who 
mre able to accomplish things at Pekin 
by maintaining very close relations with 
the Chinese high officials whose patriot- 


sy the cetriment of their pocketbooks. 

Whether there has been good ground 
for these suspicions has not yet develop- 
ed, but it is not the habit of the Ameri- 
can State department to become suspi- 
cous Without some good grounds. It is 
because of these’ suspicions that the ca- 
les to Pekin have been kept pretty busy 
with messages to Minister Conger urging 
that he use his utmest endeavors to se- 
cure prompt ratification. 

It is hoped that the efforts in this di- 
rection will have proven efficacious. but 
the officials of this government will not 
vest entirely secure until the emperor's 
seat is upon that highly important doc- 
ument. Immediately the treaty is-rati- 
liel the United States will have greater 
interests in Manchuria than it has ever 
lad before, and should it be deemed nec- 
ersaty to inform Rugsia of these inter- 
csts, it will be very premptly done. In 
addition to the opening to foreign com- 
merce of the important points, Mukden 
crd An-Tung, the treaty coniains provis- 
ions for the abolishment of the likin or 
internal taxes which have ‘been such a 
burden upon foreign imports into China, 
an@ which might be so shaped as to give 
the dominant pover in Marclwria the op- 
portunity to discriminate against the 
goods of American ard other exporters in 
favor of Russian- goods. 

China Is Still Sovereign. 

China is stil! scvereign in the Manchu- 
rian provinces. <A- treaty with her once 
cempleted by the formalitics of ratilica- 
tion will have to be respected by Russia 
even should she go to the length of cn- 
forcing her sovereignty over this great 
zection in which she is now so strong.

William H. Clark, a good looking chap, 
attired in modish raiment, is just now 
promenading the principal streets of At- 
lanta looking for shoes to shine and in- 
cidentally creating a Hvely lttle sensa- 
tion wherever he appéars with his box 
of blacking and brushes swung over his 
shoulder. 

Clark, who is just 18 years of age, and 
a pleasant looking, dark-eyed young fel- 
low, hails from New York, and says he 
is a member of the White Wings dramat- 
ie society there, being now in the shoe 
shining business to win a $1,000 wager, 
which he made some months ago with 
eertain sportive friends of his. 

According to the interesting story he 
tells he must visit every city of over 
30,000 inhabitants in the country in or- 
der to recover the $1,000 forfeit he has 
posted and tn win the $1,000 posted by 
his friends. In the meantime he is to 
earn his living by polishing the footwear 
of the public in the yarious cities to 
which he journeys. 

In his own words Clark’s narrative is 
this: 

“T-am not a professional shoe polish- 
er but for the present it is a. case of 
shining shoes or standing to lose a 
good buneh of the country’s coin.

Now, get busy, and‘ let me shine your 
shoes,”’ } 

The first shoes to receive a_ polish 
at the hands of this actor shine artist 
were worn by inhabitants of Jersey City 
which was the beginning point of Clark’s 
wanderings, with blacking and brushes, 
Hs usually meets with considerable suc- 
cess financially wherever he goes and 
has done quite well In the Georgia cities 
he has visited. In Augusta he did a 
land office busfness and made plenty of 
money in Macon, from which point he 
came to Atlanta. 

Fle sets no particular price on his 
shines But leaves the amount of his re- 
muneration to the generosity of the shin- 
ees, One farmer in Macon whose muddy 
footwear were cleaned and polished by 
the young wanderer gave him $1 and a 
dinner. He gets many eccentric fees. 

Clark has been on the stage most of the 
iime since he arrived at the age of four- 
teen years. and comes of a theatrical 
family. His father, so he says, is at 
present starring in Canada with his own 
company. and the son expects to return 
to the stage as soon as he has won his 
shoe shining wager. 

And, Oh! yes,—He is ulso going to 
write a book giving a detailed account 
of his experiences as a bootblack.

Negroes Celebrate the Anni-_| 


FOR SAN DOMINGO 


Strenuous Roosevelt Is Walch- 
ing the Unruly Republic. 


As Soon as the Panama Affair Is Out 
of the Way He Will Turn His 
Attention: to the Turbu- 
lent Citizens of San 


Domingo.

Washington, January’ § 1!.—(Special.)— 
Just as sOon as the Panama complica- 
tions are out of the way President Roose- 
velt will turn his attention to the estab- 
lishment of order in San Domingo. If it 
had not been for the Panama complica- 
tions some positive action with reference 
to the turbulent and revolution-breeding 
island would already have been taken. 

With three revolutions in progress down 
there, there seems to be nothing short 
of a state Of anarchy. There is, appar- 
ently, no real government with which 
other nationg can treat or which can 
give.to foreign -interests the protection 
they have a right to expect. The over- 
throw of the Morales crowd is expected 
‘at any time, then, unless all precedent is 
reversed, the victors will be split up by 
revolutions and counter revolutions among 
themselves, 

Foreign capital invested on the Island is 
at the merey of one gang of looters 
after another. No man’s life is safe. 

This state of affairs furnishes, in the 
opinion of President Roosevelt, a parael 
to the conditions which prevailed in Cuba 
at the time the United States was com- 
pelled to intervene to clear up a state 
of affairs that’ haf become a nuisance at 
our doors. Santo Domingo is similarly 
situated. True, the government there is 
presumed to be a republic, while Cuba at 
that time was but a badly-governed col- 
ony of Spain, but the republtc exists In 
theory only and the government is far 
worse than any Spain ever gave Cuba, 
is in fact no government at all. 

European diplomats look with amaze- 
ment at what they consider the forbear- 
ance of the United States in permitting 
this state of affairs at our very doors 
and in a country in which the American 
interests are relatively heavy. We would 
have their sympathy and approval for 
any step we might take to a far greater 
degree than It was ever extended in the 
tase of Cuba. Then, too, any drastic ac- 
tion that might be taken toward San 
Domirgo would in no wise arouse an- 
tagonism on the part of the Latin-Ameri- 
can republics of Central and South 
America, because in these countries there 
exists supreme contempt for the badly 
| governed and what they call ‘“nigger’’ 
republic. 

It is possible that this government may

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“THE INCOMPREHENSIBLE CZAR

The writer of this sketch, Countess D’Alencourt, had extraordinary op- 
portunities for observing the Czar at Darmstadt and Vienna. Her por- 
trait of the incomprehensible monarch is quite’out of the ordinary. 


) HE czar is a slim young man, of 


. the bourgeols type, resembling the 
. *< average sudaltern official of Eng- 
land or Germany. His face is smal, 
finely cut and pale. Only a sparse, ght 
brown beard imparts to that weak face 
a shadow of masculinity—a shadow, bait 
bo more. 

Hf forehead is high and singularly 
smooth. . Smooth, too is his chestnut col- 
ored hair, ‘accurately groomed and as 
obedient to the comb as a troop of trained 
soldiers under the eyes of their colonel. 

The nose is insignificant, just a nose, 
no more. The czar’s eyes are soft anj 
unsteady. In Darmstadt, a small town 


casily managed by a couple of thou-- 


sands of. seeret service men and Cos- 
sacks, they did not have quite the anxious 
look asin Vienna and Shoenbrunn, but 
at Murzsteg, Tyrolian Alps, where 
Nicholas. went hunting with the Austrian 
emperor within a cordon of eight hun- 
dred gensdarmes, they mirrored an al- 
most tranquil mind—sometimes, There 
were few human beings to frighten him. 

I saw the czar quite often in these 
places and noticed his disposition to 
wink. We winks at everybody he meets, 
except soldiers and servants, and the 
quiet pleading in his look ts pathetic. 
It seems to say: “You would not harm 
a well intentioned man like me, would 
you?” , 

Nicholas walks straight and is inclined 
to sway his hips. He has pleasing man- 
deveid of the detestable military 
air that lends his cousin of Germany the 
Appearance of unreaTity, The word ‘‘com- 
mand” does not seem to be in his dic- 
‘tionary. : 

I said he bore himself well, but that 
applies to his torso only. His head ‘s 
bent forward. as if fie were walking to- 
wards blinding sunlight, or expected an 
‘attack upon his cranium. 


A Great Lord, but in Fear of a Great- 


er One. 


» I never saw the czar without a smile 
on his Iipe—the smile of a man intent 
on eurrvine favor. Favor with whom? 
Wi éverybody. for he feavs everybody. 
“Did He not impress you as a great 
lord?” asked Princess Hohenberg, wife 
of Arch-Duke Francis Ferdinand. 
"Perhaps, but as a lord standing in 
eternal fear of One bigger than him- 
pelf,’’ : 
* Nicholas is shy, quiet, but not taciturn, 
On the contrary.’ he {is ever willing to 
say a kind word to, and for, people. But 
conversation with him is embarrassing. 
for the egzar cannot talk readily.. There 
is either an impediment in the flow of 
his thoughts or his words. They say 
he writes better than he speaks. AS an 
Austrian prince. who shall be nameless, 
drastically remarked: ‘When Nicholas 
talks to you, you have the feeling that 
he wishes you far away, without reach 
of him atrrvhow, though, at the same time, 
the is extremely polife and under all cir- 
cumstances maintains a most affable de- 
Mhedhor. “But even the shortest confab 
seéms to fill him with nervous dis- 
quietudé.” 
The Czar Hunting. 

“At Murzsteg I saw Nicholas and Fran- 
cig@oseph driving together morning and 
evening, the old emperor talking in ani- 
mated fashion, his guest smiling and 
nodding pleasantly. During dinner and 
at the nightly receptions I heard him 
say a few words now and then, but ft 
happened so rarely that all present stood 
aghast. That, of course, only increased 
the’ little man’s embarassment. 

The game-beaters tell me that his 


“majesty does not hunt in “right royal 


fashion,”’ that fs, he refuses to slaughter 
game driven before his gun by the help- 
ers. He likes “stalking’’ because that 
mode of hunting {nsures him the soll- 
tude he craves. Some country folks who 
accidentally met Nicholas on the Alps— 
the people had been bidden to keep to 
their huts—say he looked at them at first 
like a, frighteneq mountain sheep, but 
later recovered himself? and offered an 
awkward greeting in German, a language 
he abominafés. An old mountaineer, who 
is commonly suspected of being an ex- 
pert poacher also, characterized the dif- 
ference Between “his’’ emperor, Francis 
Joseph, and that of al¥ the Russians as 
follows: “Our Kaiser never fails nathing 
alive, but the czar never hits nothing. 


He*has not nerve enough to keep his 


gun straight.” 
Greatness and Misery Unlimited. 


Td4mitless is the empire ruled by the 
incomprehensible czar—Timitless, as to 
treasure and mystery, as to marvellous 
possfbhilities and deepes€ misery. , Free 
speech and thought is not yet within 
reach of the average European, but Rus- 
sia ig little else than a gigantic prison 
in his eyes. It is the land of enigmatical 
contradictions a realm |. full of dark 
secrets and dangers. What we do Know 
is that Russia has room for the most 


»luxurious fairy palaces by the side of the 


jawfulest gaols, that her frontiers are 
hermetically shut against books and men 
and women who might carry a ray of in- 
téllectual light into the government-fos- 
tered darkness, and fat her great son, 
iIDostofewsk!, preached in Russia a phil- 
osophical system, equal to the classics 
(for which crime he suffered the 1lash 
and a terrible death in the Siberian ice 
fields). We do know that the Russian 
nobility reckons its fortunes by the num- 
ber of ‘“‘souls’” at work for the feudal 
master in the fields, In mines and facto- 
ries, and that Count Tolstoi, of illustrious 
family and of still more illustrfous char- 
acter, works harder than the poorest 
peasant. 

We do know that even today the Rus- 
sian ‘masses are swayed by such barbaric 
superstitions and animal tendencies as 
our forefathers abandoned in the middle 
ages and we also know that there was 
no more cultured modern writer than 
Turgenjieff. 

From Russia come stories of unspeak- 
able official cruelty and of limitless hu- 
man patience. Corporal punishment has 
been abolished all over Europe and the 
skin of murderers, thieves, robbers and 
all sorts of brutes is safe in the Keep- 
ing of the police except in Russia, where 
high thinking men, noble women and 
girls must lay their panting flesh on 
blood-stained boards while murderous 
blows are rained down upon them for 
pelieving in’ the rights of man. Every 
few months Russia furnishes the world 
with stories of wholesale slaughters, re- 
calling the times of Ivan the Terrible, 
and daily we read of czarish subjects that 
live either like saints or wild animals. 

Mutius Seaevola, who thrust his hand, 
that had failed to slay his country’s en- 
emy, into live coals that it might suffer 
for missing its purposes. Mutius was a 
great man; ict me tell you, that Russia 
is full of patriots of his stamp. ‘We dc 
not know much about them, only occ4- 
sionally we catch a glimpse of a nervy 
arm at the throat of the tyrant. Use- 
less heroism, thy name is *Russia! 


The Czar’s Unapproachable Solitude. 


And over all, patriots, slaves and syco- 
phants, sits the czar enthroned in un- 
approachable solitude. By a stroke of 
the pen one of his ancestors made him- 
self and descendants God’s vicar on earth 
and in this twentieth century the pretty 
young man [ introduced you to may treat 
the princes of his empire as German 
barons chastised their peasants two hun- 
dred years ago. Lord over life and 
death, the czar is as a matter of course, 
but he {is also master of his subjects’ 
property and faith. He may confiscate 
the deposits of a savings bank, wipe out 


bs a newspiper and in the same breath abol- 


ish an established church, and no man 
who prefers the jight of the sun to the 
polluted atmosphere of a dungeon durst 
‘Say-the one word: “Why?” “Why did 
‘you have my father murdered and raise 
ihis assassin to stately dignity? Why 
‘do you permit your cossacks to tear the 
‘hacks of our wives and children with 
their knouts?” ; 

As I watched the little man in cheap 
hunting togs at Murzsteg, firing holes in 
the air, missing:every aim set and ap- 
-pealing to. the: good-will’ of passers by, 
‘the ifcongruity, yet temporal unassail- 
ableness of the political systems of the 
day struck me with peculiar force. 

This emperor, who, on coming to Vi- 
enna, refused to drive from Hofburg to 
the palace of Schoenbrunn between lines 
of soldjers, lest the trees-on the road 
were first denuded of fruit—a falling 
chestnut or apple might. unnerve him— 
this young fellow who is more eaéily 
frightetied than a half bred puppy, need 
but open his lips-to set the world ablaze 
in every hemisphere. His influenge.for 
good, or bad, extends to the furthest 
‘corners of the earth, his every whim is 
anxiously considered in the imperia) pal- 
aces and ministries of Berlin and Vi- 
enna, of Pekin and London, of Rome and: 
Tokio, and the president in the white 
house pays as much attention to Nicho- 
ag as do the rajahs and moguls of In- 
dia, while. the fate of Constantinople and 
of the Christians of the Balkans trembles 
in the hollow of his hand. 


Omnipotence of This Plain Young 
Man. 


Here we have an 
everyday young man such as waik the 


Streets of German or British towns in } 


Sscores—the Romanoffs, you know, are 
only a hundredth part Russian—whose 
“yes” or “no,” whose faintest impulse 
is liable to change the face of the whole 
globe’ and send to the slaughter house 
as many human beings as did Napoleon, 
Alexander, Caesar and Frederick : the 
Great together. 

And how his brother kings envy this 
absolute sway, this antideluvian lord- 
ship. The power that revolutions, the 
scaffold, progress, changed times, blood 
and :Ton wrested from other crowned 
heads, the czar retains undivided. “As a 
matter of fact he the only real king 
in the world toda Yet viewed as an 
individual, he is insign,ficance person- 
ified, there the utter incomprehensibleness 
of czarship begins. 

Look at the life he is leading with a 
world dancing attendance upon him!

General Ransom 
says his cotton crop this year will be 
only 800 bales, while last year it was 
| 478, 

Secretary of State Grimes, of the State 

Tobacco Growers’ Association, says to- 
bacco is advancing in price, and that it 
is thought there will be a considerable 
advance, after New Year. Most of the 
eastern growers have sold all or most of 
their leaf tobacco,. while those in the 
western part of the state have largely 
held their crop. This tobacco is mainly 
bright leaf,' and this status of affairs 
will have a considerable effect upon the 
market. 
The peanut crop is unusually large 
and has brought high prices. From re- 
ports received it I!s evident that there is 
more money tn the farmers’ hands than 
in a great many years. In some sections 
of the state the prosperity is unpre- 
cedented. 

State Labor Commissionér Varner re- 
ports that in his countv, Davidson, there 
have been 200 cases of smallpox within 
the past forty days. wf which one hun- 
dred remain. This week there were five 
deaths from this disease. He regards 
the worst of the epidemic as over. The 
disease started in the country and came 
Into the town of Lexington, yet strange 
to say while compulsory vaccination was 
ordered for the town, it was not ordered 
for the county. 

The plans for the Masonic temple here 
are agreed upon. The building will be 
104 feet in height, with a front of 60 
feet and a depth of 87, and will be within 
One square of the state capitol. It will 
have a roof garden. he building and 
site will cost $136,000.

Wani Roads Kept Open. 

Dr. Schenck, the forester of George 
Vanderbilt's great estate of Bilmore 
and Pisgar Forest, asks the county eom- 
missioners of Transylvania to close the 
roads leading from the southward into 
the forest, reserving the power to re- 
open them. These roads extend into 
110,000 acres of Mr. Vanderbilt's pro- 
perties, The people outside of the Van- 
derbilt boundary are making a -° fight 
against the closing of the roads, but the 
latter is desired by Mr. Vanderbiit and 
all the people within his estate. 

The attorney general of this state de- 
cides that all nonresidents who hunt here 
must take out license at $10. no matter 
what sort of game is hunted. Several] 
parties of bear hunters from tho north 
and from Virginia have been going 
through the western counties for several 
weeks, but were not molested because 
the decision of the attorney genarel was 
being awaited. The Audubon game 
wardens have been notified to enforce the 
law with the utmost etrictness. A num- 
ber of sportmen are seeking some means 
of suppressing pot hunters, and seem ta

Every Time Mark anna Is 
Mentioned for Presidency, 


Perry Heath Is Responsible for the 
Latest Commotion at White House. 
Heath Says McKinley Wented 
Hanna uo Be Candidate 
Tuis Yer.

Washington, January !.—(Special.)—In 
the light of the oft repeated declarations 
that the administration politicians see ab- 
solutely nothing in the talk of Hanna for 
the presidency, it is remarkable how many 
fits are thrown about the whit: house 
every time mention is made of the Ohio 
senator’s name in this connection. 

Perry Heath # responsible for the 
latest. When the secretary of the republi- 
can nationa] committee was in Louisville 
a few days ago he had himself interview- 
ed to the effect that it was not only the 
wish, but the expectagion, of the late 
President McKinley that his friend, Sena- 
tor Hanna, should be his successor. 

Mr. Heath went somewhat into details. 
He told of having talked over the matter 
With President McKinley only a few days 
before he was shot at Buffalo and gave 
what purported to be President McKin- 
ley’s words, in this wise: 

“IT expect to see my friend and associ- 
ate, Marcus Hanna, the next: president 


of the United States. I believe he will be 
nominated and elected.”’ 


Those were the exact words, according | 
to Mr. Heath, of President McKinley, and 
‘in his Louisville interyiew he gave fur- 
| ther details of She conversation, saying 
tt occurred “in the white house at Wash- 
ington” and “only a few days before he 
was shot.”’ 

Enjoyed by Some, by Others Not. 

The story made exceedingly pleasant 
reading to those members of the republi- 
can national committce and the other 
practical politicians of his party who are 
itching to stir up strife by getting Hanna | 
into the presidential race, but the pleas- 
ure it gave the white house politicians 
was of a decidedly negative quality. 

“Mr. McKinley went to Canton the next 
day and the next day thereafter he was 
shot at Buffalo,’’ continued Mr. Heath: 

The anxiety felt in the inner political 
household of President Roosevelt over 
every phase of this Hanna talk cannot 
be better illustrated than by the prompt- 
ness with which the inspired organs have 
taken up Mr. Heath’s interview and en- 
deavored to show there can be nothing in 
ft because Mr. Heath has evidently mixed 
up his dates. In a statement inspired at 
fae white housé, it is pointed out. that 
Mr. Heath could not have had such a 
talk with President McKinlay at the time 
he indicates because President McKinky 
was not in Washington for several weeks 
before the Buffalo tragedy. 

The date of his leaving Washingéem that 
fateful summer has been carefully looked 
up, as have the dates of his subsequent 
Movements, and it is shown with apparent 
glee that if Mr, Heath ever had such a 
talk, it could not have been at the time 
and under the circumstances he gives. 
Inferentially, of course, the whole story 
is discredited. 

McKinley’s Movements That Sum- 
. mer. 

It is pointed out that President McKin- 
ley left the white house for Canton on 
th> 6th of July and the tragedy did not 
Occur until the 6th of September, exactly 
two months later. During those two 
months “Mr. McKinley was at no time in 
Washington. All official business was 
transacted during those two months at 
Canton. 

Going further into details, these white 
house historians recall that on April 30 
President McKinley started for the Pacific 
coast. The trip was scheduled to last 
six or seven weeks and was to have 
wound up at Buffalo on June 13, which 
had been fixed as “president's day.’’ On 
the trip out to the coast Mrs. McKinley 
was taken seriously ill, so fll that all 
plans had to b> abandoned while she was 
taken to the Scott home at San Francis- 
co, where for some time it was feared 
she would die, She recovered, how*ver, 
her condition rendering it possible for 
her to be brought to Washington on May 
30. Mrs. McKinley wag better for a short 
while, then other complications set in 
about the middle of June, but was enough 
better the first week in July to warrant 
fer being moved out_to her Canton home. 
The party left here July 6 and the pres!l- 
dent never returned to Washington alive. 

Feath Must Giess Again. 

The recital of these facts is mere his- 
tory. The interest in this recital, which 
the administration historians have given 
at the earliest possible moment after the 
Heath interview, is only interesting in 
that it reveals the intense anxiety in cer- 
tain quarters to “scotch’’ the Hanna talk 
every time it shows its head. As for 
Heath—he, apparently, will have to guess 
again. 


INTERESTED IN MOVEMENT. 


North Carolina Mills Would Like To 
Have More Operatives. 
Raleigh, N. C., January !.—(Special.)— 
Cotton mill men in this state express 
some interest in the movement in New 
York tg send women and children from 
the overcrowded tenement district to 
North Carolina to work in cotton mills 
Some of the mills Have found consid- 
erable trouble in securing enough labor. 
Of the 300 mills, only one is operated 
by colored labor, this being owned and 

managed entirely by negroes. 

No children under tweive years 0 
age can be employed in any mills. The 
New York promoters of the plan to thus 
send persons to this state could, no doubt, 
place large numbers in other employ- 
ments besides factory labor, as there is 
urgent need of labor along all iines. The 
present purpose of the company seeme 
to be to employ this New York labor in 
mills under its own supervision. There 
are now 50,000 operatives ‘in North 
Carolina cotton mills. . :

DAMAGE DONE 
TO THE BERRIES 


Weevil Hurt, the Strawberry 


Crop of North Carolina 
Badly. 


Raleigh, N. C., January !.—(Spécial.)— 

One of the most important strawbetry- 
growing districts in the United States is 
on the Atlantic Coast Line railway be- 
tween Goldsboro and Wilmington, in this 
State, embracing four counties. It is 
found that the strawberry weevi has for 
several years pust done great damage 
there, and the state entomologist has 
returned here after making special] in- 
quiries. He finds that the loss this year 
ranged from one-fifth of a crop to an 
entire crop. This weevil does all ils 
damage in the spring by cuttigz off 
the blooms, The only remedy appears 
to be to plant varietics which do not 
produce pollen. The Duff appears to be 
the best, produding no pollen The 
most complete information is being se- 
cured. 


Telephone Merger. 

Great interest is felt all over the state 
in the merger of the teleghone compa- 
nies. The latest report of the corpora- 
tion commission shows that seventy-five 
companies, thie Bell being the most im- 
portant, the Interstate next and the Home 
third. The state officials do not Know 
how many lines have been so far absorb- 
ed. The rates of the merged companics 
are not to be increased from the stand- 
ard Bell rates in the principal cities. 

The Liquor Question. 

The -chairman of the state Anti-Saloon 
league is J. W. Bailey, of Raleigh, and 
he announces that he will begin the cam- 
paign of 1904 against whisky on the 6th 
of January. He has engagements ali 
over the state for the remainder of the 
winter, It is very clear now to the Anti- 
Saloon League that the temperance ques- 
tion will be extremely prominent in 1 +v4, 
on account of the Watts law, if nothing 
else. It is the current opinion that the 
republicans will attack this law and 
use it in their campaign, particularly in 
the western part of the state, in fhe 
eighth. ninth and tenth districts. Some 
persons think the republicans may, on 
this issue, win in some of the mountain 
counties, and possible in some of the 
Piedmont ones on account of the Watts 
law. United States Senator Simmons, 
one of the authors of the law, does not 
think there is anything in this belief, 
as he thinks the law has proved very 
satisfactory to the people of the state 
in general. 

In no place in this country has more tn- 
terest been felt in the dispensary qucs- 
tion than here in Raleigh, where the dis- 
pensary law goes into effect with the new 
vear. This interest is largely because of 
the fact that Raleigh is ins iargest place 
in the United States whieia has voted for 
a dispensary. The law requires that 
the amount of profit on all liquors sold 
to. the dispensary shall not exceed 80 
per cent, but the officials say that the 
average profit will be about 66 2-3 pet 
eent. The lNquor men are unanimously 
of opinion that the people will vote down 
the dispensary two years hence, but the 
dispensary advocates say the law will 
either continue in force or else there will 
be complete prohibition. 


Are Playing Golf. 

George W. Watts and John Sprunt, of 
Durham, are at Pinehurst playing golf 
at the great meet which is in progress 
there, and which contfhues four days, 
over 60 well known players, many pro- 
fessionals, being there playing for the 
six cups offered, which have a total 
value of $8,000. There are two links 
at Pinehurst, one an 18 hole, considered 
one of the finest in the country, tho 
other was a nine hole last season, but 
has been considerably enlarged. 

Convicts Building Roads. 

The use of state convicts in buflding 
county roads has proved so successful 
in Durham county that 100 have ben con- 
tracted for for this use in Guillford 
That county has voted-$300,000 for the 
construction of public roads, and pro- 
poses to have a system which equal that 
of Mecklenburg, which has tor seme 
years has been considered the finest in the 
south, Durham and Wake are pushing 
the work of road improvemert. Thirtv- 
seven counties are using local convicts 
on their roads; 

Arrangements have been made for the 
construction of -railway through the coun- 
ties of Granville and Halifax, to traverse 
the very rich copper mines, which are 
attracting a great deal of attention, and 
which are operated by the Blue-Wing 
Pexon Virginia, Pontiac and Seaboard 
Copper Companies, ,8he survey is com- 
pleted and work begins in January.

A Question of Fresh Air, Food and 
Rest—Not Climate. 
(From The Chicago Inter Ocean.) 

Irving Fisher, a consumptive who was 
restored to robust health, discusses ‘“The 
Modern Crusade Against Consumption” 
in the Outlook for November 2!. He con- 
tends that consumption can be prevented 
By the means now employed and if taken 
in time can Be cured without difficulty. 
He says also that consumption always 
has been curable, and that among the 
cases of cure were Napoleon, Goethe, 
Von Moltke, Cecil Rhodes, Emerson and 
hundreds of others. 

Years ago good climate was regarded 
as the main agency of cure in consump- 
tion. Now, Mr. Fisher says, the main 
agencies are pure air, good food and rest 
for body and mind. Patients now sleep 
out of doors in New England as well as in 
Colorado and California, and there are 
as many cures in Massachusetis sanitaria 
as in those in warmer climates. 

Massachusetts was the first state to 
establish a sanitarium. The success of 
this led to the establishment of other 
santaria, and among them a large state 
institution at Rutland. New York has 
a $500,000 sanitarium under way. New 
Jersey has appropriated $300,000 for 1% 
sanitarium, veiaware, Maryland, Illi- 
nois and Michigan are taking part in the 
modern crusaue against consumption 

‘the cities of New. York, 
Bosion, New Haven, Scranton, Chicago, 
St: Paul and Montreal have joined the 
crusade and a single philanthropist, } 
Phipps, of Phiiacelphia,’ ~ has given 
$1,000,000 for the purpose of eradicating 
the disease in that city. 

In the old Gays consumptives were re- 
buked for edting so much. Under the 
new rule they are encouraged to eat 
heartily of nitrogenous foods, such as 
meat and eggs and to take a great deas 
of milk. The plan now is to supply the 
waste of a consuming disease by nutritius 
food, and to meet the demands of an ab- 
normal appetite. 

Inder the old theory con-umptives wete 
urged to take exercise to the limit of their 
strength. Under the new practice they 
are urged to rest the body and mind, to 
avoid over-exertion, to cultivate cheer- 
fulness, to fight against nervous excite- 
ment and anger. Many ,.wonsumptives, 
Mr. Fisher assewks, have been cured of 
disease to fall victims to nervous depres- 
sion, “imagining always that their lungs 
were at fault, when as matter of fact it 
was simply their nerves, or rather thetr 
minds ”’ 

Under the new practice the death rate 
in England from 
clined from 29 per 1,000 of population to 
13: in Germany from 31! to 20: in the 
Inited States from 26 in [1890 to !9 fn 
1900. 

Mr Fisher emphasizes the point that 
consumptives who have been cured have 
avolded worry,.and he contends that to 
make satisfactory progress in the cure 
of consumption ‘‘we must take up serious- 
‘lv, ond religiously even, the cultivation 
of healthy mental attitudes and the con- 
sequent elimination of fear, anger, de- 
pression and other morbid states.’ In 
short, Mr. Fisher applies to consumption 
the air cure, and believes that tubercu- 
losis may be craéfeated altogether.
